DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,9, 17, 28, and 29 are pending in the instant application. Claims 
1, 9, 17, 28, and 29 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments/Remarks 

Applicant's arguments/remarks filed on December 21, 2009 have been 
fully considered. In regards to the provisional nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection of claims 1 , 9 and 17 over copending Application No. 
11/101,998, the rejection has been withdrawn since the pending claims are found 
to be allowable before the claims of copending Application No. 11/101,998. In 
regards to the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 1, 9 and 17 as being 
unpatentable over Castro et al., Applicant argues that "Castro et al., when 
considered as a whole, teach away from the use of morpholine substituents." For 
example, compound 35 has an IC 5 o of greater than 20, whereas other 
compounds that do not have the morpholine substituent have increased activity. 
Therefore, Applicant argues that "one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
motivated to select the morpholine substituent for modification, nor would they 
have any reasonable expectation that the use or modification of the morpholine 
substituent would successfully lead to compounds having increased activity as 
inhibitors of IKK." These arguments have been found to be fully persuasive and 
the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection has been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The compounds of formulae I, IV and (S)-IV of the instant claims are novel 
and non-obvious over the prior art because of the structural limitation that the 
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Art Unit: 1626 

morpholinyl ring in the structures is substituted by at least -C(R 9 ) 3 , -W-G, or -G. 
The closest prior art is Castro et al. (Bioorganic and Medicinal Chemistry Letters 
13 (2003) 2419-2422) which discloses compound 35 (Table 4, page 2421). The 
compound disclosed in Castro et al. does not fit within the scope of the 
compounds of the instant claims nor is it an obvious variant. Therefore, the 
compound disclosed in Castro et al. has different properties than the compounds 
of the instant claims.
